Bbfore March 4th, the members 
of the National Association of the 
Deaf are expected to vote for officers 
of that organization. 

The vote is to he sent by mail on 
a printed blank ballot, already care- 
fully numbered, that has been mail 
ed to all members in good standing 
by Secretary Roberts. Each vote 
most he dated and signed and sent 
in an addressed envelope furnished 
by the Secretary. 

The ballot blank sent to the Editor 
of the Journal is numbered 1050, 
showing beyond successful contradic- 
tion that the Secretary of the Nation- 
al Association has been dissipating 
the midnight electricity in folding 
the ballots, placing them with a 
return addressed envelope, and 
directing them to members. As our 
number is about halfway on the list, 
he still had to keep busy on the job 
to finish it. 

After all this work, these blank 
ballots shed no light on the subject 
of " who's who" for each particular 
office to be filled. We very serious- 
ly doubt if one in a hundred voters 
has the most meagre conception of 
the best candidates to write on his 
ballot. Without a list of members 
of the Association to consult, how 
can the voters make selections? 
There should have been sent printed 
lists of all who are eligible to hold 
office. 

We never favored the mail voting 
Idee. It is too clumsy, expensive, 
laborious, vague, and unsatisfactory, 
and at the coming convention in 
Detroit in August of this year, a 
change fn the system of voting 
should be made. Either the mail 
voting method should be abandoned, 
or it should be reinforced by open 
nominations made at least three 
months previous to the election day. 
We favor direct voting at conven- 
tions, with the privilege of proxies. 
As this time in any event the elec- 
tion must be by mail, it would be 
advisable for voters to wait until the 
last moment before sending in their 
marked ballots, in the hope that some 
one may suggest a ticket which will 
meet with favorable consideration, 
and enable an intelligent and con- 
certed effort to place the best men in 
office The Journal will gladly 
give space for the publication of one 
or more tickets of nomination. Let 
the leading deaf get busy and send 
in tickets quickly. 

Bear in mind that ballots filled in 

according to directions are returnable 

to Secretary A. L. Roberts in Wash-

Our School was founded in 1849. 
Al that time slavery was in full 
force in the United States. 

There lived in the county below 
us a wealthy planter who owned 
many slaves. Among his slaves was 
a deaf boy. 

All the education the slave's receiv 
ed was that given by some member 
of the family of the owner. Of 
course the maid was taught by the 
mother ol the home or by the young 
mistress upon whom she waited; 
while the body guard received his 
Instruction from the master. In 
many families — in most of them 
the slavos who worked in the fields 
received little or no education. 

This wealthy planter decided to 
have his deaf slave educated. He 
brought him to this school and 
made arrangements for him to work 
In the SObOOl, and ill Ihe evenings to 
be taught by some member of Ihe 
Superintendent's family. 

The boy proved a good worker 
and an apt, pupil, 

Tbe Superintendent of the school 
at that time, Rev N. P. W.ilket, 
father of our present Superin I en- 
dent, decided that he would like tO 
own the slave. The School was 
then a private enterprise and be 
owned several slaves, who worked 
for the school, and he fell that this 
deaf slav*' would be a good buv 

Supi N. P. Walker offered the 
owner a fancy price for the deaf 
slave — offered more for him than 
be would have if he had been a 
bearing slave, lie was greatly 
surprised when bo foond out that 

the owner had turned down his 
oiler. The ownei explained that he 
did not care to part with this deaf 
slave at any price. That be wished 
him for a body guard. That, being 
deaf, he was peculiarly 8t.ted for 
this position, as he could not hear 
what was being said. — Th< I'nl-
